2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35

Office action: 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 

Claim 1-3 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Yamada et al OP405063630A), newly cited. 

Regarding to claim 1 , see Fig. 2 a, 2b, 2c, 2d, Yamada et al discloses a 
method of selectively storing a display message in a mobile telephone, said 
method comprising the steps of: 

displaying in an optical display unit (Fig. 2a) of the mobile telephone a 
short message, which is received in the mobile telephone; 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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selecting a desired part of a character string (fig. 2b) from the displayed 
short message and reading the selected part of the character string from a 
buffer of the optical display unit ;and 

storing the read character string (fig. 2c &2d) in an allocated storage 
area of the mobile telephone, wherein the allocated storage area is constructed 
as a circular queu including a number of storage areas, wherein each of the 
storage ereas has a previously defined length and can store one character 
string, (see section [0008]-[001 4]) 

Regarding to claim 2, Yamada et al discloses that said step of selecting 
comprises: 

locating a cursor (first switch) at the first letter of the displayed short 
message see section [0004H0005] and [0009-[001 0]); 

displacing the cursor to designate a start position (first switch) of the 
character string to be stored (see section [0004H0005] and [0009]-[0010]); 
and 

displacing the cursor to designate a last position (second switch) of the 
character string (see section [0004]-[0005] and [0009]-[001 0]). 
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Regarding to Claim 3, see Fig. 2a, 2b, 2c and 2d, Yamada et al discloses 
that the method of selectively storing a display message comprises; 

reporting to a user that a storage is completed, (see section [001 1 ]- 
[0012]). 

Regarding to Claim 5, Yamada et al discloses that the memory is ROM 
memory (see Fig.l) and capable to redisplay the message, therefore, the 
memory in Yamada et al' invention can be considered as a non-volatile 
memory.

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 ,2,3,5 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
